SAFE CONDUCT FOR 


FORMER GOVERNOR 


Kentucky Judge Says Present Gov- 


ernor Cannot Confer Immunity, 


But That He Can and Will Do So 


Louisville, 
Ky., 
Sept. 
5.—Judge 


Robert L. Stout, of Versailles, judge 
of the fourteenth judicial district, In 
which the Goebel murder was com- 
mitted seven years ago, gave out a 
statement, today declaring that he 
alone is authorized to grant immunity 
to W. S. Taylor, Kentucky's fugitive 
ex-governor, if Taylor will return to 
Kentucky to testify 
in the Powers 


case. 


"Taylor was correct when he gave 


out the statement in Indianapolis that 
neither Governor Becbham nor Com- 
monw-eg,!th's Attorney Robert Frank- 


lin has power to grant him immunity 
from arrest." said Judge Stout. 


"To be sure, the governor could par- 


don him outright, but he is powerless 
to grant Immunity from arrest, unless 
ho does Issue 
a full 
pardon. 
Mr. 


Franklin is powerless 
to enforce a 


promise of immunity. 


"The bench warrant for Taylor's ar- 


rest was issued from the Franklin cir- 
cuit court and is returnable there and 
there only. 
I have made no state- 


ment heretofore as to what I would 
do, but if Taylor will consent to re- 
turn to Kentucky to testify 
in the 


Powers case I will not only see that 
he is not arrested, but I will see that 
he is safely returned to Indiana." 


Former Convicted Banker is 


Carried Down by a 


Fresh Failure. 


New York, Sept 5.—When the an- 


nouncement was made yesterday that 
a receiver had been appointed for the 
Union Iron and Steel company, with 
offices in this city, friends who re- 
called the remarkable financial career 
of Edward L. Harper, said the failure 
would be a deatn blow to his hopes 
that he would yet pay off every dollar 
of his $6,000,000 indebtedness.. 


The company was tb.3 off-shot, of a 


$60,00.0,000 enterprise whichMr. Harper 
organized several years ago and chief 
interest in the announcement of its 
failure centered i_ the fact that the 
i concern was under the 
management 


of Mr. Harper, who failed for millions 
years ago after a disastrous specu- 
lation in wheat. 


His failure carried down the Fidel- 


ity National bank of Cinci-.nati, of 
which he was president and whose 
funds he was charged with -isicg in 
his wheat corner. He was sentenced to 
ten years in prison, and after serving 
six j'earj was released. 


Ever nnce Harper got out of the. 


Ohio penitentiary 
after 
serving six 


years of a ten years 
sentence for 


wrecking the Fidelity National bank 
of Cincinnati he had announced re- 
peatedly that he intended to make a 
big fortune and pay off all those who 
suffered by his action in losing $6,- 
000,000 of the bank's funds In trying 
to corner the wheat market. It was in 
1887, after Harper had attempted to 
put through his wheat deal, which 
broke the bank, that he was tried and 
convicted. The depositors after a long 
fight got 58 pr cent of their money. 


After his release Harper went right 


back to Cincinnati and opened an of- 
fice on Third stree*. He went into iron 
aci steel. Harper said he would make 
good and set himself right in the eyes 
of the 
community. Cincinnati 
had 


faith in him and wished him well. 


New York first heard of Harper 


locally when he formed 
the Union 


Steel and Chain company. This was 
in 1899. The company was announced 
as a $60,000,000 corporation. 
In 1903 


is was succeeded by the Union Iron 
and Steel company, capitali2ed at only 
$2,000,000.

Imposing Shaft Erected in 


City That Was Scene of 


Assassination. 


Buffalo, N. Y., Sept. 5.—The monu- 


ment dedicated here today in memc.-y 
of William McKinley was erected by 
the state of New York on. a site pro- 
vided by the city of Buffalo. It is in 
the form of an obelisk of white mar- 
ble eighty-sts feet high and is situated 
at Niagara square, the Intersection of 
Niagara and Fourth streets "and Dela- 
ware avenue. 


The obelisk rests upon a pedestal 


fourteen feet high, the base-'df which 
is twelve feet above the street level. 


The whole is surrounded by a tes- 


sellated promenade, embellished with 
ornate parapets and balustrades and 
splashing -fountains. 
On four sides 


of the base of the column are the fol- 
lowing inscriptions:

Buffalo, Sept 14, 1901, victim 
of a treacherous assassi-i, who 
shot the president as he was 
extending to him the hand of 
courtesy. 


The monument was huilt under the 


direction of a commission composed 
of E. H. Butler and George B. Mat- 
thews, of Buffalo; John G. Milburn, of 
New York, formerly of Buffalo, and at 
whose home President McKinley died, 
and E. A. Curtis, of Fredonia. 


Today saw an end to their work 


when Chairman Butler formally hand- 
ed over to Governor Hughes a work 
complete in every detail and of rare 
artistic beauty.

The Lakeside 
folk are arranging to clean the bed 
of the Mauinee south from the bridge, 
and they believe it is clearly the duty, 
as well "as to the interest of others to 
extend the work to the territory north 
of the big bridge.

JAPAN MAKES LITTLE MOVE. 


Much attention has been attracted 


In "Washington 
by 
the 
Yokohama 


cable news story announcing that Jap- 
anese "explorers" had occupied and 
hoisted the national flag over the is- 
land of Pratas. near the Philippines. 
Lively interest is taken in this inci- 
dent because by the act there has 
been added to Japanese territory an 
island within one hundred and twen- 
ty miles of the 
Philippines, which 


^vftnrJtf 'furnish an 
admirable 
naval 


base. 
-Japanese 
possessions 
are 


brought almost within tho archipel- 
ago, because Prutas 
island 
is less 


than sixty miles north of the twen- 
tieth parallel, which was tho north- 
ern boundary of the former Spanish 
dominions, as defined in the treaty -.1 
Paris. 


The Bureau of Insular Affairs is 


supplied with a great deal of infor- 
mation about Pratf.s island and Pra- 
tas reef, of which it is the visible 
part. 
The island is in latitude north 


20 miti 42 sec, and longitude east 11C 
min. 45 sec. 
It is about the middle 


one and a half miles long and half a 
rnile wide, and is shaped like a horse- 
shoe. 
It rises about forty feet above 


the fa and is visible in clear weath- 
er about twelve miles. 


Pratas island, in connection with 


the excellent anchorage afforded by 
Pratas reef, would be very servicea- 
ble to the Japanese should their navy 
operate in the waters adjacent to tho 
Philippines. 
The reef, the north- 


east point of which is about eleven 
miles from the island, is a wind bar- 
rier of circular form enclosing a la- 
goon with water of from five to ten 
fathoms. 
It is thickly studded with 


coral knolls around its edge, but has 
comparatively clear water near the 
middle 


The reef is about forty miles in cir- 


cumsference and between one and two 
miles in breadth. 
There are two 


channels leading into the lagoon, one 
on either side of Pratas island. 
The 


south channel is far the better, being 
wider and deeper and free from coral 
knolls. 
The north channel is about 


three miles wide between the island 
and the breakers. 
There are several 


good anchorages in 
the 
northeast 


monsoon in from ten to twenty fath- 
oms of water, the position abreast of 
of the south 
channel 
being 
well 


adapted for naval purposes. 


Pratas island is composed of sand. 


It has been generally visited by Chi- 
nese fishermen in the early part oE 


i the year, and these fishermen have a

In no way could the Island be of 


value to any one except for naval pur-

The case of Louis Gilland vs. the 


Pennsylvania company, on trial in 
the federal court in Toledo, resulted 
yesterday in a verdict for the de- 
fendant. 
The case ' came before 


Judge John E. Slater, who after 
hearing all the evidence instructed 
the jury to return a verdict for the 
defendant. 
. 
This was one of the most interest- 


ing cases to railway men and attor- 
neys brought to a trial in recent 
vears because it involved the ques- 
tion of liability of the person injured 
in case a suit for damages arises. 
Judge Slater decides that a person 
crossing a railway track must first 
look in each direction and make an 
effort to ascertain if there is a train 
or locomotive approaching, ims mr. 
Gilland, « seems, failed to do and 
the penalty has been failure to se- 
cure a verdict for damages. 
The 


case was first tried in the Van Wert 
circuit courts and appealed to the 


Van Wert and 


and he is feeling jubilant over the 
rp^iilr of the trial. 
The suit was the result of an ac- 


cident which happened at Van Wert 
March 5, 1902. Louis Gilland con- 
dud* a grain and elevator business 
at that city and on the date mention- 
ed he started diagonally across the 
tracks from his office to place some 
letters on a Pennsylvania mail train 
that was standing at the station. He 
failed to notice the aproach o£ last 
eastbound train No. 22 and was 
struck by the engine. His skull was 
fractured and for a long time his 
life was in doubt, but he finally re- 
covered and is able to carry on 
business again. Gilland alleged that 
Tim Mahoney, the crossing watch- 
man at that street, failed in his duty 
inasmuch, as he did not give proper 
notice of the approach of the train 
and allowed him to walk upon the 
tracks without a knowledge of im- 
pending danger. Tim McCarthy was 
the engineer on the locomotive that 
struck Gilland.
